At the Mayfield Sanitarium, ‘Taylor 
avenue and Suburban tracks, where she 
was taken after the shooting, it was 
said that no operation had been per- 
formed because in her present condition 
it could not- be judged whether an oper- 
ation was needed. 

‘It is a case that will require very 
careful watching,’’ a reporter was told 
at the sanitarium, ‘“‘but the decision of 
consulting surgeons was to postpone 
an operation. The danger, if any, wil' 
be possible cerebral inflammation 
caused by a depression of the skull 
bone against the brain.’’ - 

The family say no reason other than 
ill health can be given for her desire 
to die.

Bhe de- 
cree was granted on the ground of de- 
sertion, and the custody of the boy, 
James Shepard Cabanne III, was 
awarded to the father. 

Cabanne was the chief witness in the 
which occupied but 20 min- 
utes. He told how he had entertained 
Brandenburg, a magazine writer, in his 
home. He said he first learned of the re- 
lations between Brandenburg and Mrs. 
Cabanne through reading in the Post- 
Dispatch of Mrs. Brandenburg’s divorce 
suit, in which Mrs. Cabanne was named. 

He also told of a letter he had re- 
ceived from his wife, in which 
She admitted that she had wronged 
him, and told him she was unable te 
support their son. 

Teok Son From Home. 

“We were married June. 26, 1899," he 
said, ‘‘and the separation came in July, 
19066. That summer Mrs. Cabanne had 
been . visiting friends in New York, 
and she returned the first part of July. 
I believe that it was way 16 that I ae 


ing our songwith her. She left no word 


for me. 

_The next day Brandenburg arrived in 
town. I had been introduced to him gev-} 
eral months before by Mrs. Cabanne, 
who said she had met him and his wife 
in New York. I had entertained him in 
my house several times. He came to 
see me the day after my wife had left, 
and later asked me over the telephone 
to meet him at the Missouri Athletic 
Club. He said hé wanted.me to introduce 
Lim to some influential men in town 
whom he thought I knew. 

“I went down to the M. A. C., but 
missed him. They told me he had left 
word that he had gone to the Hamilton 
Hotel. I went eut there to see him. 
On the car I saw in the Post-Dispatch 
a stery about his wife’s suit for di- 
vorce, !n which Mrs. Cabanne was 
named as co-respondent: 

Admitted Story Partially. 

‘When I met him in the Hamilton, 1 
showed him the paper and asked him 
if there was any truth in the story. 
He answered, ‘Just enough truth to 
make it dangerous.’ I made an appoint- 
ment to meet him the next day, which 
he never kept, and I understand he left 
town that day. 

“I did not hear anything more from 
him. I received no word from Mrs. 
Cabanne' until last December. I was 
in Rochester, N Y.. at that time, and 
she wrote me a letter. In the letter sh2 
admitted that she had done me a great 
wrong. She said that she did not ask 
any sympathy for herself. but that she 
did ask sympathy for her son.”’ 

At this point Judge Grimm asked for 
the letter. It was produced by Attor- 
ney W. H. Clopton, and identified by 
Mr. Cabanne. It was written on com- 
mon yellow note-book paper, and filled 
several pages. Attorney Clopten read 
these ex'racts from it: 

Penniless World Was Cold, 

“IT am absolutely penniless, and have 
been so for two weeks. New York is “ 
cold place. I cannot support my son, 
and as I cannot allow him to becom? 
ill or wasted, I will have to turn him 
over to the charity of strangers unless 
you are willing to take him. You will 
find him a handsome and bright boy, 
one of whom you can be justly proud. 
I do not ask for any sympathy for my- 
self, because I admit the great wrong 
I have done you, but I ask for sym- 
pathy for him.” 

Mr. Cabanne then continued his testi- 
mony. “I wrote Mrs. Cabanne that ! 
was coming to New York, which I did. 
I met her at No. 7 North Eighth street 
and arranged with her to take the boy.”’ 

“Did she say anything at that time 
about Brandenburg?” asked Attorney 
Clopton. 

“Yes, she said she had left him.” 

Lives With His Mother. 

Mr. Cabanne then testified that he 
was @ traveling salesman .for a New 
York firm. He said that since his wife 
had left him he-had lived with his 
mother at 6365 Cabanne avenue. 

Several character witnesses testified 
for Cabanne. 

The decree in Cabanne’s favor leaves 
Mrs. Cabanne free to marry Branden- 

burg if he and she desire to wed. His

merit. 

Ne Penalty Asked. 

4 The exemption as to timber, etc., 
con in the clause is not repug- 
nant te the Constitution. 

6. The provision as to penalties is 
separable from the other provisions of 
the act. As no recovery of penalties 
wes prayed, no issue concerning them 
is here presented. It will be time 
enough to consider whether the right 
to recover penalties exists when an at- 
tempt to collect penalties is made. 

6. As the construction now given the 
act differs so widely from the construc-

Decision Not a Surprise, 


Intense interest was manifested by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission

Congress, that the court would hold 
that ownership of the stock or bonds of 
coal companies did not constitute a vio- 
lation of the act. 7 

The concrete situation is that oniv 
two of the anthracite roads own, op- 
erate and market their own coal. It is 
regarded that under the decision of the 
court the law applies to those roads— 
the Lehigh Valley and the Delawaro 
Lackawanna & Western. 

The effect of the decision, it is be- 
lieved, will be to induce those lines 
to organize separate coal companies and 

uct their operation through them, 
because the mere holding of stock in 
such coal companies is held by tho 
court to be not a violation of the law.

President Declares That Moral 
Pressure Is Causing Nations 
™ to Progress. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


the opening of the National Peace Con- 
gress here today, President Taft pledged 
this influence as head of the nation to 
the cause of peace and declared the 
United States, by helping weak coun- 
tries to become strong, had contributed 
to the peace of the world. 

Mr. Taft's letter was as follows: 

I greaily regret that I am unable 
to attend the coming National Peace 
Congress at Chicago and there to 
express my earnest sympathy with 
the object of the assembling of so 
many distinguished men in the in- 
terest of world peace. That progress 
has been made in the matter of 
peace evervwhere by international 
action and by the moral pressure of 
the peoples of the earth, anyone who 
has examined the record must admit. 

It is true that armaments go on 
increasing in cost, but it is also true 
that the purdens presented by this 
competition in armament are grow- 
ing neavier and heavier, and the 
rrobleims for solution consistent with 
their increase become more and more 
difficult. The possibilities of war 
now arising) come chiefly from irre- 
sponsibliities of government and in 
those couniries where stability of in- 
ternal control is iacking. 

The United States has contributed 
much to the cause of peace by as- 
sisting countries weak in respect to 
the internal government so as to 
strengthen in them the cause of law 
and order. This relationship of 

“Kuardian and ward as between na- 

tions and countries, in my judgment, 

helps along the cause of internation- 
al peace and indicates progress in 
civilization. 

The policy of the United States 
in avoiding war under all cireum- 
stances except those plainly incon- 
sistent with honor or its highest wel- 
fare has been made,so clear to the 
world as hardly to need statement in 
my hands. I can only say that so 
far as my legitimate influence ex- 
tends while at the head of this Gov- 
ernment, it will always be exerted in 
the full in favor of peace, not only as 
between this country and other coun- 
tries, but as between our ying na- 
tions.

City Southern, took Judges Philips 
and McPherson upon a fishing trip to 
Tampico in a private car belonging to 
the railroad companies; the facts in 
reference to the trip being made ap- 
parent by the action of the State 
Game Warden in arresting members 
of the party for having in their pos- 
session game, in violation of the laws 
' of the State of Missouri. 

That upon the return of the party 
from their fishing trip the -replies 
of the railroad companies to defend- 
ant’s answer were filed and a motion 
was made to appoint a referee to 
hear the testimony which was, at 
first, denied by Philips, but after- 
wards granted. 

That on account of the application 
for delay on the part of the railroads, 
the taking of testimony was not be- 
gun until the spring of 1906. 

The resolution tells how the freight 
law was amended by the Legislature in 
19066 and the 2-cent fare law passed. 
When the railroad made it known that 
they would not obey the laws, the At- 
torney-General asked the State Court 
to enjoin the railroads to obey the law. 

Unusual Court Action, 

The resolution continues: 

Then Judge McPherson, arbitrarily 
and without notice to the State, 
made an order, without the filing of 
the supplemental bill, but on the pre- 
sentation to him of a rough draft 
of the same, enjoining the railroads 
from obeying the 2-cent passenger 
law or the freight rate law, al- 
though the railroads had never in- 
tended or threatened in any way to 
obey either of the laws; thereby, by 
an extraordinary proceeding destroy- 
ing the jurisdiction of the courts 
of the State of Missouri previously 
obtained. 

That in the month of February, 
1909, Judge McPherson granted an 
injunction enjoining the enforcement 
of the 2-cent passenger law, stating 
in his opinion that he thought 2% 
eents per mile was as much as the 
railroads should charge, therby at- 
tempting to ursurp the functions 
of the legislative power of the State 
of Missouri in the fixing of passen- 
ger rates on the railroads of the 
State. 

The resolution than describes the re- 
cent moves by the State and the rail- 
roads in the State and Federal courts in 
the fight over the 2-cent fare law con- 
cluding with the charge that after the 
State Court in St. Louis had enjoined 
the railroads, Judge Philips, on April 
24, 1909, issued an order dissolving the 
injunction granted at the instance of 
the Circuit Attorney, on the grounds 
that the State officials were filing suits 
to embarrass the Missouri railroads 
and ruled further that any State of- 
ficial or State court that issued any 
further injunctions against the rail- 
roads would be held in contempt of the 
Federal courts.”

Aldrich Concedes Only 13. 

Twelve are now unalterably opposed to 
the bill unless downward revision is 
made much more pronounced, Aldrich 
concedes but 12 of these opponents, al- 
though 15 or 16 are claimed by the lead- 
ers of that faction.

He Joins Baldwin of the White 
Wing in Trying to Beat 
the Wrights. 


By Wire from the New York Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
~NEW.YORK, May 3.—J. A. D. Me- 


Curdy, aeronaut of the famous Silver 
Dart flyer, who has just returned from 
Nova Scotia, told of his daily flights 
in the Silver Dart, during which he al- 


‘ways followed a carefully marked route 


regardless of high winds. 

“During the winter,’’ he said, ‘‘I made 
upwards of 300 flights in the Silver Dart 
of nine miles each at Baddocks, Nova 
Scotia. Of course, I made other shorter 
flights. We marked out a course over 
the ice of the lake and around the har- 
bor, using spruce bushes for stakes, *o 
that we always knew just what distance 
we made. 

“T used to satin flying there early in 
the morning and kept it up for the 
greater part of the day. 

“At times I flew in a wind of 20 miles 
an hour velocity without difficulty. 
Once an aeroplane is in motion it is 
stable enough, and its own momentum 
drives it through the air. It takes a 
great deal to disturb its equilibrium. 

“It is a mistake to build an aeroplane 
and its motor too light. You want 
weight, if you’ve got the power to drive 
it_into the air.”’ 

Expects to Capture $50,000 Prize. 

Mr. McCurdy announced that he and 
RF. W. Baldwin, inventor and navigator 
of the White Wing, had organized the 


“Canadian Aerodrome Co. to capture the 


$50,000 prize offered for successful aero- 
planes by the Canadian Government. 
They plan to deliver two aeroplanes to 
the Dominion before June. 
«The Canadian Government has deter- 
mined to have an aeronautical military 
division, and $50,000 has been set aside 
for the purchase of aeroplanes that real- 
ly will fly. Mc{urdy and Baldwin are 
Canadians by birth, and, therefore, Brit- 
ish in symathy. 

Under the corporate title of the Cana- 
dian Aerodrome Co. they have begun 
t6 construct three aeroplanes. These 
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McCURDY «iN CANADIAN ‘AEROPLANE THAT 
AAS MADE ITS THREE-HUNDREDTH FLIGHT 
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Dart, are so far advanced it is likely 
they will make demonstrations for the 
Canadian Government before June. 

The trials will be held in Baddeck, 
N. S., where the machines are being 
built, and it is probable the Canadian 
Government will possess two efficient 
aeroplanes éven before the Wrights end 
their trials for the United States Army 
officials in June. 


Trying to Beat the Wrights. 

After the Canadian tests the young 
men will sail to England to again try 
to capture the $5000 prize offered by 
Lord Northcliffe for a mile flight in a 
British-built machine navigated by Aa 
British subject. If conditions are right 
they will attempt also to win the $7500 
prize for the channel flight. 

Success in both ventures means they 
will try to win the aggregate of $60,200 
private prizes . offered for flights in 
Great Britain. But their greatest am- 
bition is to deliver a machine to the 
English Government before the Wrights 
make their demonstration: next fall. 

There will be keen competition be- 
tween the aeronautic rivals, and it is 
believed the Canadians will give the 
Wrights a hard fight for supremacy in 
Europe. 


MAN OF 86 INVENTS FLYING 
MACHINE MODELED ON BIRD 


NEW YORK, May 3.—It is wholly 
natural that a man of 86 should have 
visions of soaring. Robert Creuzbaur of 
233A Broklyn avenue, Brooklyn, has 
them. But he doesn’t intend to soar 
away from this earth. He announced 
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yesterday that he had perfected plans 





for a flying machine. He has been a 
mechinal and civil engineer in Brooklyn 
for SS years. He is the father of Robert 
W. Creubaur, for many years a city 
engineer. 

Mr.-Creuzbaur hopes to enter his ma- 
chine in the World-Post-Dispatch Fulton 
flight... He has entered the competition 
for a prize of $6000 offered by King Leo- 
pold of Belgium for a description of the 
best flying machine. 

“T am convinced that the most success- 
ful flying machine must be an imita- 
tion of a bird,’’ said Mr. Creuzbaur. 
“Following that principle,’ I have. plan- 
ned a machine that-will fly in any wind 
in which a bird can fly. It has a round, 
single-deck plane, made of wire and 
light canvas, and is similar in shape to 
a parachute. Through the center runs 
a hollow post, sustaining the carriage 
in which are the motor and the naviga- 
tor. Above the circular plane is a tri- 
angular sail fastened to the center 
post. 

I 
use a non-exhaust steam motor invented 
by myself.’’

A. B. Goodbar Declares Tariff 
Will Make Beef Trust a 
Shoe Trust. 
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NO AID TO CATTLEMEN 


He Writes That Hide Value Is 
Not Considered Steer’s 
Price. 











In line with the advocacy of free 
hides by St. Louis shoe manufacturers, 


bar Shoe Manufacturing Co. has ad- 
dressed a letter to Senator Warner urg- 
ing that statesman to ‘vote for the re- 
moval of the 15 per cent duty imposed 
by the Dingley tariff in 1897. 

Mr. Goodbar says he understands Sen- 
ator Warner is opposed to the removal 
of the duty on hides, and he ‘writes: 

“The shoe manufacturers of the State 
of Missouri, representing one of the 
largest industries in the State, are solid- 
ly umited, regardless of party affilia- 
tions, in their opposition to the tariff on 
hides. This opposition is based upon a 
firm conviction that the tariff on hides 
nct only increases the cost of shoes, har- 
ness, belting and all other leather goods 
to the consumers of these goods with- 
out any compensating benefit, but is a 
strong factor in enabling the Beef 
Trust, which includes the Hide and 
Teather Trust, to establish and main- 
tain a complete monopoly of the beef, 
hide and leather markets of the United 
States to the great injury of the leather 
tanning and shoe manufacturing in- 
ierests of the whole country, as well as 
those of Missouri,’ 

Farmers Not Benefited, 

Mr. Goodbar insists that the farmers 
and cattle growers are not benefited by 
the tariff on hides, but that the beef 
packers are the real and sole benefici- 
aries of this tariff. In proof of his state- 
ment that the value of the hide is not 
taken into consideration by the beef 
packer in fixing the price of beef and 
that as eviderice of this fact the prices 
of beef and hides do not rise and fall

\laccountants showing that the earnings of the 


roads on business within the State ranged from 
5.57 to 16.38 per cent, and on interstate business 
from 3.69 to 9.56 per cent. 

The power of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to interf*re with intrastate rates may 
be questioned, but the investigation would be 
valuable. The point raised in the Missouri litt- 
gation concerned the division ,of. cost between in- 
terstate and intrastate traffic. The settling of 
that issue with a full knowledge of the cost and 
profits on each class of business is necessary to 
the intelligent and just regulation of rates on 
both classes. The.States and ihe Interstate Com- 
merce Commission should be well informed on 
these points, so that there may be harmony in 
State and Federal regulation. 

‘The United States Courts have taken the ques- 
tion. out of the hands of the State authorities, but 
are unable to determine yhat is a reasonable 
rate. It seems logical that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission should settle that question. 

‘The railroad managers may have cause to re- 
gret that they have aroused the fighting blood in 
Gov. Hadley. He is a man of exceptional energy 
and resourcefulness, and this latest move in ap- 
pealing to Congress may bring about unexpected 
results.’ Certainly it will advance the moveifent 
altoward a thorough regulation of traffic within 
and between the states. It may lead to the clear 
defining of Federal and State jurisdiction, a most 
desirable object.

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THE PARK RESERVATION LAW. 
The park reservation bill has passed the Senate 
and will become a law as soon as the Governor’s 
signature is affixed. 

Under this law the city of St. Louis is author- 
ized to acquire park territory in the county, and 
to construct necessary boulevards wherever the 
people to be affected shall agree by election. 

The city is growing so rapidly that parts of 
the county must soon be incorporated, and this 
park scheme wisely anticipates that event by 
laying down the main features of the municipal 
system of parks and boulevards which shall sat- 
isfy at once the convenience and necessities of 
the people concerned in a manner to serve taste 
as well as utility. 

It is, in general, in harmony with the boule- 
vard and park scheme proposed by the Civic 
League. Unsystematic haphazard growth is a 
thing of the past, and the city must be guided 
in its expansion with reference to some carefully 
planned system, a capital feature of which must 
be the making and adornment of boulevards con- 
necting the parks. 

All are agreed on the expediency of éuch a sys- 
It only needs agreement in executing the 
purpose, and energy and public spirit to hasten 
the work. Such harmony, energy and public spirit 
are needed to make St. Louis a modern city 
which shall be equal in all municipal virtues 
and advantages to any other city in the world.
